cregants, and to keep up that intensity of pious thoughts and 


fervent meditation which devotion requires, particularly when the 
prayers to be recited, during that length of time, embrace many 


verbal repetitions of one and the same piece of composition,and many 
which are very similar to each other. The reading of the law 
nN is also unnecessarily lengthened by the Mishebe- 


-rachs, and sometimes by a myn 12 reading the whole section, 
and dragging its slow length along, in a manner which certainly 


cannot otherwise be expected of a youth inexperienced in reading 


the Sepher Tora, but which is extremely tedious to the congrega- 


tion. Hence the weariness openly manifested by them, and hence 


_the small. number of these who. are present. during the whole of . 


the service. Some attend at the commencement and leave in the 
middle, before Musaph; and some arrive just before Musaph, 
and leave at the conclusion. Their manner of leaving the Syna- 


gogue after service evidently betrays a weariness on the part of 


the congregation, who seem to rejoice at being relieved from the 
burthensome yoke, which they had to bear much longer than 


their physical powers and their mental state could endure. This 


unsightly running out of the House of God is derogatory to its 
character and offensive to its dignity. Nothing can therefore be 
more desirable than to shorten the length of the service:— 1, by 
abolishing the Italian cadences and the over-strained tunes in

field-piece. The mounted force was under the command of Mr. Joshua 
D. Norden, Field Commandant and Captain of the yeomanry, who 
met with his death while nobly heading his men, under the circum- 
stances following : — Before reaching the top of the hill, Mr. Finnaughty, 
who was acting, in conjunction with Mr. H. Fuller, as guide to the 
- yeomanry, requested that the commandant would allow him four or 
five men for the purpose of looking into the ravines on the opposite 
side of the ridge, separating the Kareiga kloofs from those which ex- 
tend up from the Kowie, in hopes of discovering three horses of his 
which he thought might have strayed in that direction. Thts request 
was granted, with instructions that they should not, on any account, 
proceed beyond the sound of recall, or be long absent. Mr. I'innaughty 
accordingly rode forward, and saw at the foot of the slope leading to 
the farm of Beggelly, a horse, but not one of his own. Suspicious, 
from the position in which the animal stood, by the side of a tangled 
thicket, that it might have been placed there as a decoy, he declined 
descending the hill; and on returning, perceived, as he came in sight 
of a large ravine, called the Buffalo kloof, several Kaffirs running along 


the bush in a crouching posture, and taking shelter among a cluster of || 


round projecting rocks, interspersed. with aloes, and which stretched 
along the side of the kloof near which the yeomanry in two parties then 
were. Finnaughty instantly drew up his horse, and fired both barrels 


of his gun, to attract the attention of. the yeomanry, and ‘then waved 
his hat to point out the position in which the enemy were. Mr. Norden - 


‘immediately ordered his men to advance, and by an impulse of gallan- 
try moved forward to where the Kaffirs lay in ambush, accompanied 
by six of his men. During these movements he had fired both barrels 
of his gun, had re-loaded, and, ordering his men to dismount, had ap- 


proached to within a‘dozen paces of the rocks mentioned, when a ball ; 


from a Kaffir, crouched behind one of them, atid upon whieh his gun 
rested, pierced his head, and he fell without uttering a sound. This 
-Kaffir, it is said, paid dearly for his temerity, being instantly shot by 


Mr. Taylor the surgeon of the corps, and who was in turn fired on. | 


by twelve or fourteen of the enemy’s sharpshooters, fortunately without 
effect. Finding themselves ambuscaded by a superior force, and having 


lost their leader, the burghers were obliged to retire; but on the fol- | 


lowing day they determined on an endeavour to recover the body of the 


commandant, and a strong force moved from the town under the care | 


of Colonel Johnstone. This party consisted of the Yeomanry Corps,
